There have been great Debates in the Dyet 4s to this 
Point, Whether the Succeffor to the Throne flould or fhould 
not be allowed a Seat in the Senate. Count Henning 
Gyllenbourg, and Major Wreede, infifted, That it would 
be neediefs, till fuch Time as he could be inftructed in 
the Swedifh Language, in the Fundamental Laws of the 
Kingdom, and in its Maxims of Government. But to 
this it was anfwered with great Warmth, That the beft 
Method of inftructing a young Prince, and the moft na- 
tural, in the Language, Laws, and Policy of the Nation, 
wis to introduce him into the Senate, where he wou'd 
bear the Swedifh Tongue correétiy fpoken, the Contti- 
tution truly ftared, and the beft Maxims of Srate laid 
down. After a long Debate, the Point was at length 
referred to be confidered by a Committee. The Clergy 
have attempted to get a Time fix’d for diffolving ‘the 
Dyet; but the Motion was poftpon’d. The Peafants, on 
the other Hand, fent up a Remonftrance, importing 
their Defire that the Dyet fhould proceed to a clofe Exa- 
mination of what paffed in the Dyets of 1738 and 1740, 
in order to confirm what was done upon jult Motives, 
and to refcind whatever was the Effect of Prejudice or 
Party-Spite, as the fole Means of re-eftablifhing the {o- 
long difturbeg Peace of the Publick. 

We have, befides thefe Sources of Domeftick Dif- 
quiet, a Foreign Object which gives us no {mall Con- 
cern. Count Teffin has fent fome Difpatehes from Den- 
mark, which have occafioned holding f{everal Councils 
confecutively ; and as Count Gylienbourg, who is look’s 
oo here as Prime Minifter, has invited al] the Mimfters 
relident here from Foreign Courts to Conferences, we 
more than fufpeét that thefe Letters relate to a War ;

looked upon as impious Things; and. ali Ranks ot Prope 
are emp oyed either in Prayers, giving of Alms, or other 
Acts of Penitence. 

Letters from Falerno of the roth, confirm the Re- 
port we had before of the Piague’s being entirely ex- 
cinct at Meflina, They likewife add, that all the dead 
Bodies were buried, the Streets clean’d, and, in many 
Places, tne Shops open’d.

Vienna, Auguft io. The French Minifter, M. Vin- 
cent, has bad lately feveral Conferences with the Mini- 
fters of the Queen, our Sovereign; and has, thereupon, 
difpatch’d a Courier for ffteth Inftruétions to his Court. 
It is reported, that her Majefty has fent Orders to the 
Generali who commands the Camp before Egra, to fign 
the Capituation propoled by the French Governor ; 
whence We apprehend, that by this Time the Piace 1s 
evacuated, and that the French are on their March. The 
Lords of the Regency, which the Queen bas appointed 
lor the Adminiftration of Affairs in Bavaria, are prepa- 
ring their Equipages, in order to fcr out for that Coun- 
try. Yelterday there was a grand Conference at the 
Houfe of Count Staremberg, at which Prince Lobko- 
witz aflifted ; and it is fuppofed, that the Affairs of Italy 
were therein perfectly fertled.

Troops are faid to be very numerous, and very fine. Thofe 
ot France march conftantly oa the other Side the River ; 
and as Prince Charles feems determined to pafs the River 
at all Events, we expe& very fpeedily the News ofa 
Battle. We have heard cannonading all the Night long, 
whence we conjecture, that the Auftrians have been en- 
deavouring to gain fome Poft, either in one of the Iflinds 
of the Rhine, or on the other Side of that River. 

P.S. This Momenc there is a Reporte f{pread, that 
Prince Charles has found Means to throw two Bridges | 
over the Rhine, and to complete them, in {pite of all 
the Care and Atrention of the French. 

Strasbourg, Auguft 1g. We could very eafily diftin- 
guifh, from our Steepies, the Auftrian Army as 1 march- 
ed between Affenbourg and Wildftaten. It is generally 
conceived, that they will attempt to pafs the Rhine 
fomewhere between O'd Brifac and Hundingen ; bur we 
fitter ourfelves, that if they fhoud fucceed in their De- 
lign, they will not be able to fubfitt long in the Terri- 








tories of France, which are every where covered by 
ftrong Towns. We reckon, that in the Upper and Lower 
Alface, there are near 100,000 Men fo diipofed, as that 
they can aflemble in a very littic time, in order to hin- 
der the Enemy from penetrating into this Country. The 
Peafants of this Province are obliged to take their Tura 
in guarding the Redoudrs_along the Rhine, in order to 
prevent Parties from pafling it.
